Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
10/19/2009 has been entered. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Claim 19 is amended, in line 4, to read "third insulation film as a n etch stopper" 
instead of "third insulation film as a stopper" 
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Claim 29 is amended, in line 17, to read "first insulation film as a n etch stopper" 
instead of "first insulation film as a stopper" 

Claim 31 is amended, in line 4, to read "third insulation film as a n etch stopper" 
instead of "third insulation film as a stopper" 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2-3, 1 9, 23-26, 28-37 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

5. Regarding claims 2 and 29, the cited prior art of record fails to disclose or render 
obvious a method of fabricating a semiconductor device comprising the structure as 
described in the claims, and the steps of forming a hole reaching down to the conductor 
(pattern) region in the fourth insulation film, the third insulation film and the second 
insulation film, forming the hole including a first step of etching the fourth insulation film, 
a second step of etching the third insulation film and a third step of etching the second 
insulation film, an etching condition at the first step being different from that at the 
second step, in the third step of etching the second insulation film, the second insulation 
film being etched with the first insulation film as a stopper, in combination with the rest 
of the steps/limitations of claim 2 and 29.
